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There seems to be a selfish dispo- 
sition manifested by certain papers 
in the State regarding the prosper- 
ity of Reno. Human nature is sus- 
ceptible of many singular and in- 
comprehensible phases, but this 
rather peculiar and totally unjusti- 
fiable feeling is about as ridiculous 
as the human mind can conjure. 
There is such a thing as “cutting 
off one’s nose to spite one’s face,’’ 
and those narrow-minded individ- 
uals who are actuated by this de- 
epicable feeling of selfishness are 
pursuing just such a nonsensical 
course in regard to the prosperity 
of this State. such papers, or peo- 
ple either, who are so dispcesed, 
must remember that Reno isa Ne- 
vada town and that any acquisition 
it receives, whether it is in the 
shape of population or capital, is 
also an acquisition to the State. 
All the benefits here received are 
placed on the credit side of Neva- 
da’s leiger, in which every inhabi- 
tant in the State is (or should be) 
interested. Ren papers § are 
not trying to. enhance her 
probabilities by destroying the 
prospects, or by throwing cold 
water on the advantages possessed 
by other places in thisState. They 
are simply representing this place 
as it should be represented, and this 
they have an unqualified right to 
do. It is aduty they owe to their 
towb, county and State. While 
we are anxious to receive benefi- 
cial additions to our city, we will 
herald with unfeigned joy every 
valuable addition to Nevada’s in- 
dustrial pursuits, no matter where 
it may be planted.

Not more than 500 
bricklayers are at work, and their oc- 
cupation will be gone as soon as the 
stock of material on hand is exhausted. 
Employes in other trades are grad- 
ually forced to work, because they are 
reaching a point in construction at 
which they cannot proceed until 
bricklayers run up the walls. The 
outlook is not promising for either 
contractor or laborer, but both appear 
to take a cheerful view of the situa- 
tion, and seem to be determined not 
to yield a point. 


A Protest from Arizonians 
WASHINGTON, May 17. 

The Inter-Stace Commerce Commis- 
sion has received from the Prescott, 
A. T., Board of Trade a protest against 
a suspension of Section 4 and against 
railroads being allowed to charge more 
to any part of the interior  be- 
tween the Missouri river and the 
Pacific Coast than they do to the Coast.

WITNESSES FOR THE 
DEFENSE. 


Most of Them are Employed at the 
Asylum-—Their Testimony Con- 
tradicts That Produced by the 
Prosecution as to Dr. Bishop's 

€©rnel Panishment of Patients. 

The investigation was resumed 
yesterday afternoon at balf-past 1 
o'clock. 

Green Field, being sworn, testified 
as follows: Am a resident of Reno; 
was employed as an assistant at- 
tendant at the Asylum for more 
than « year; in August, 1884, I was 
ao attendant in B Ward; always 
performed my duties to the best of 
my ability; my assistants were 
competent men; my ward was sup- 
plied with proper food and bedding; 
never heard of any complaint from 
inmates regarding want of clothing 
or of diet; I never suffered from 
cold; slept under one pair of blank- 
ets all Winter; the ward was heated 
by steam; there was no dispos tion 
to neglect warming the Asylum; 
my ward was on the floor below C 
Ward; both wards were beated in 
the same way; I kuow Dr. Bishop; 
he used to visit my ward nearly 
every day; he inspected it person- 
ally; so far as I know he was al- 
ways prompt in his attendance to 
patients; [have beard some growl- 


ing about the attendance of Dr. 
Bishop; heard Campbell growl; the 
Doctor was always attentive to my 
ward; he always responded when [ 
called on him; the patients of my 
ward was well-supplied with food; 
Dr. Bishop was always pleasant 
and kind to the patieats of my 
ward; never heard him speak dis- 
respectful to patients; he was never 
cruel; never knew him to punish a 
patieut in any way; he never com- 
pelled them to work by forcing 
them to do se; I have taken care of 
them when at work; they worked 
from three to seveu hours per day; 
when they didn’t want t»> work 
they sat down; the battery was 
used in my ward; Dr. Bishop used 
the machine; at times I assisted 
him; it was not used asa punish- 
ment; it was used for beneficial 
purposes; I think it helped one of 
the patients; be was stupid and 
wouldn’t talk; the patieot was 
never violent but once; then he 
struck at me; after the shock was 
administered he commenced talk- 
ing, and in a ghort time was dis- 
charged as cured; know one An- 
toine who was shocked; he was 
nervous; the battery was not admia- 
istered as a punishment; it did him 
good; was present with Campbell 
when the electricity was adminis- 
tered; one haadle was placed in his 
hand and the other to his forehead; 
he did not make apy fuss; Dr. 
Bishop visited my ward frequently 
and alone; did not show any signs 
of fear.

Dr. Bishop always administered 
the electrici'y; the men iu my ward 
who worked got extra food; [ ‘told 
the Doctor that I wauted more food 
for “| men who worked, and he 
gave it to me; never took lunch out 
in the field; they went to work 
with their own free will; vever 
saw force used to make them work; 
they worked as they pleased; they 
worked well; [ have gone with the 
Doctor to visit patients; he asked 
me to go; never beard him use bad 
names to the patients; he never 
took offense to what the patients 
said; he was always kind to them; 
the patients walk the floorat night, 
bat they are not molested un- 
less they destroy furniture; one 
patient [ never saw in bed; 
they go to bed generally after sup- 
per; the steam is turved offabout 11 
o’clock at night; never heard any 
complaints about cold; my ward 
was warm; the clothing was beavy; 
the bedding was sufficient; this was 
the case in all of the wards; when- 
ever more clothing was required it 
was given; if patients suffered for 
clothing it was the attendants 
fault; the food was good; there was 
plenty of it; there was food left in 
my ward at times; the Doctor 
wanted them to have plenty of food. 

Cross-examined — Quit working 
here in May, 1884; I kuew George, 
who was struck ou the head; he 
died in three, four or five weeks 
after he was struck; he was up in 
his room; did not see him outside; 
don’t think he ever came down 
stairs; don’koow whether he died 
from the effects of the wound or 
not; Dr. Bisbop never cut hay for 
me; three of the patients worked 
for me; they got uo pay; paid no 
one for their labor; saw the battery 
applied to several persons; the bat- 
tery was applied to the bands; in 
one instance it was applied to the 
back of the neck; [ helped to hold 
the patient; be was not hard to 
hold; he made no resistance; he did 
net complain; saw it appiied to 
Carpenter and two women; one wo- 
man squirmed; it was applied to her 
hands; Mrs. Harris was boisterous, 
and the battery was applied to her; 
she resisted; I held her; Dr. Bishop 
used the battery; don’t think I 
ever held a patient on the floor; 
Lafever was quiet when in the 
ward; the battery was rotapp ied to 
him to my knowledge. 

Redirect—It was applied to the 
boisterous and dull patients; it 
helped those who were suffering 
from partial paralysis; the patieats 
that worked for me did not earn 
even the tobacco I gave them; I fed 
them; they were no expense to the 
State. 

Louis Bevier, being duly sworn, 
said: Was employed on the Pyra- 
mid reservation; cnew Indian Dick 
there; he was not able to walk; he 
knew no one; he was sentto the 
Asylum; he had no use of himself.

W. O. H. Martjo, being duly

George Alt, being duly sworn, 
said: I reside in this county; I 
know Dave; he is at my place; be 
has been there three years; he 
makes his home with time; he 
worked fof me ashort time before 
he was discharged from the Asy- 
lum; he never received anything 
from the State after he came to me; 
i don’t force him to work; he is 
now sane.

W. A. Martin was recalled to the 
stand; In 1884 three of the Asylum 
patients worked for me on my 
ranch, and I gave them their board 
and tobacco; I did not pay them 
any wages; Dr. Bishop afterwards 
burrowed «a horse from me for use 
in the Asylum meadows; I did not 
charge him for the use of the horse;

be five years next June since [ 
commenced working bere; the food 
[ supplied patients with was good; 
I heard uo complaints either about 
the cooking or the supply; at the 
usual breakfast | cooked for pa- 
tients there was sometimes mush, 
mutton chops, bacon, ets.; I have 
written bills cf fare that I have 
served to patients; [these were 
asked for by the counsel for the de- 
fease, and the witness went down 
stairs and procured several;] my 
usual breakfast some mornings 
would consist of stewed peaches; 
bread, butter, molasses and coffee; 
sometimes [ would have musb; 
sometimes rice; sometimes hominy; 
on Sundays I would usually have 
roasts of meats for dinner; the in- 
mates always had plenty to eat; 
when patients went out into the 
fields to work I generally put up 
for them a bountiful lanch; [here a 
book was produced and bills of fare 
that were alleged to have been 
served patients read;} from what I 
have seen of Dr. Bisuop his man- 
ner was considerate to patients. 

Wells Drury, being duly sworn, 
said: Am 385 years of age; am 
Supervisor of this Asylum; was a 
member of the last Legislature 
from Ormsby county; have held my 

resent position since the 18th of 

ireh last; was Deputy Secretary 
of State for a term; was at the 
Asylum frequentiy »efore I came 
Lo it to accept my present position; 
Dr.’s mannerand conduct of affairs 
here have been careful and consid- 
erate; bis general treatment of the 
tients and assistants of the Asy- 
um bas been considerate; he has at- 
tended to the wants of the patients 
so far as I know; don’t know of bis 
ever having been cruel to patients; 
the purchased for the Asy- 
lum have been according to the re- 
uirements of the contracts let for 
em; these supplies have been ad- 
equate to the demands of the insti- 
tution; know of a buggy-pole that 
was received here; the bill came 
from the Union Iron Works, where 
the pole came from, agsinst the 
Asylum; Dr. Bishop sent the bill:

H. C. Wilson, being duly sworn, 
said: Am an assistant attendant 
in the Asylum; am 42 years of age;

except some three mouths when I 
was off fora visit for my health; I 
quit voluntarily whenT left, and 
when I returned I went to work 
again; the treatment of patients in 
my ward was goud; their clothes 
was sufficient, aud the heat in the 
ward in the Winter time was all 
that was necessary; Dr. Bishop 
visited my ward daily; he was al- 
ways very kind to patients; never 
heard him make disrespectful remarks 
to any of them; have never known 
either a water or steam pipe to burst; 
ave known several to spring a leak; 
some little electricity was adminis- 
tered in my ward; it was for curative 
purposes; never knew it to have been 
administered for discipline or punish- 
inent; the application of the battery 
generally revived the patient: knew a 
patient named Boston; the battery 
was applied to him; he was wild and 
we could donothing with him; he had 
been here two days; it took three men 
to hold nim; he told me afterwards 
that it did him good; never saw more 
electricity applied to patients than 
was deemed necessary for medical 
treatment. 

Patrick Reynolds,being duly swern, 

said: Am about 50 years of age, and 
am an atiendant at this Asylum; my 
ward isin the yard; the patients are 
disagreeable and filthy, and I sup- 
posed they were put there by Dr. 
Bishop; sometimes Dr. Bishop visited 
my ward; sometimes | was told he 
had visited it in my absence; be made 
inquiries of me frequently; can’t say 
how often he visited it; | have many 
kind things to say of Dr. Bishop’s 
treatment of the patients under my 
charge; bave some doubtas to whether 
he looked after my patients as he 
shouid have; he generally came when 
called upon to do so. 
Charles Smith, being duly sworn, 
said: Am about 38 years of age; am an 
attendant in this Asylum; I also act as 
overseer of the laying of the flume; 
have been here since March last; the 
patients worked willingly; if they re- 
fused to work I would not torce them; 
have- never seen Dr. Bishop mistreat 
patients; my patients always have 
more than enough to eat. 

Mrs. Ellen Quinn,being duly sworn, 
said: am attendant in D ward; have 
been employed here four years; Dr. 
Bishop’s treatnent of the patients in 
my ward bas been kind; he visited 
them often; have known ef electricity 
administered to patients; sometimes 
they would refuse to take it; in the 
case of Mrs. Kelly the battery did her 
good; once he gavea patient electric- 
ity for the blues; it did her good; he 
gave Mrs. Johnson the battery; she 
bad been quarreling; she objected to 
the battery; Billy 5eld her while the 
battery was applied; nothing indeli- 
cate occurred ; know ofa patient named 
Mrs. King; I heard that the battery 
was applied to her; Mrs. Johnson at 
that time was down in B ward; when 
my.psatients were sick I attended to 
their wants closely; they were always 
comfortably clothed. 
Cross-examination—When the bat- 
tery was applied to Mrs. Kelly Dr. 
Bishop turned the crank and I held 
the metallic handle on the part of ber 
body where the pain was; have heard 
that male atte odants helped to admin- 
ister the battery to Mrs. Kelly and 
Mrs. King; perhaps Dr. Bishop said to 
Mrs. Jobnson after she got the batterv, 
‘*Now, will you do it?’ I did not hear it. 

Redirect—Mrs. Johnson works wil- 
lingly; the battery was not applied to 
her to make her work; it was given to 
wer to quiet her; bave used a part of 
the battery myself; some of the pa- 
tients liked the battery.
